Fihdlay, O., Oct. 18 — The fate of 


the Standard Oil of Ohio now rests m 
the hands of the twelve men forming' 
the jury, in the present trial. That 
body received the!" case at 8:30 last 
evening and de-liberated over it nearly 
ail night. 
It is reported that from 


the beginning the jurors stood ten for 
conviction and two for acquittal. So 
far iis--can.be ascei'tained, no -change 
in the position of the jurors has yet 
taken place, and many now believe 
that a mistrial will result, though the 
jurors themselves have notified the 
court that they may arrive at a ver- 
dict at any time. 


Shortly after midnight the jury re- 


quested that., Judge Banker furnish it 
a copy of his written charge. 
The 


bailiff summoned -Judge- Banker and 
counsel in the ease to the court room 
and at 1 -o'clock the request was sub- 
mitted to them. Virgil P. Kline, for 
the Standard, objected, holding that 


"» the charge could not be handed in to 


the jury >after that body had retired. 
Attorney General Ellis took the pp- 
•posite 


"I don't care to argue the :rnatter," 


said Kline tersely "I shall not offer 
much objection in any event." 
,':-."! will: accept any risk of error," 
answered^ Ellis promptly, "if that' is 
what you want."

The jurors deliberated until near- 


ly 3 o'clock this morning. 
Shortly 


after 2, Judge Banker, 
Prosecutor

Troupe retired. Eliis and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Harrison, , waited for some 
time later, with the newspaper men. ' 


Findlay, O., Oct. 18.— -After a trial-of 


seven days the fate of • the Standard 
Oil company of Ohio, charged with 
conspiracy, against trade, was placed 
in the hands of the jury at 8:30 Wed- 
nesday night. Wednesday's proceed- 
ings were the most strenuous of the 
trial The heavy speeches on both> 
sicfes were made. Virgil P. Kline con- 
cluded for the defense and Attorney 
General Ellis fOr the prosecution.. 


The. tension between counsel, which 


was, on the increase .as the case pro- 
gressed, reached the breaking point, 
and hot words passed. The crowd in 
the courtroom became demonstrative 
for the first time, and the court stern- 
ly ,relitiked all concerned. The col- 
lision resulted from .the -receipt of a 
. telegram by the attorney general stat- 
ing that -the.: Manhattan Oil company 
sold out to the Standard for $2,000,000. 
This' was declared by the defense as 
a- trick to influence the jury. The 
prosecution retorted that the matter 
•would never have reached the jury 
Bad not Virgil P. Kline, who made the 
charge, mentioned it in open court. 


Attorney General ElUs began 'his 


closing argumei;x "t 3 o'clock and con- 
sumed two hours, at which time the 
court took a recess until 8:30 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, when the case 
was submitted to the jury. 


The defense submitted 14 points of 


law for incorporation in the charge of 
the court to the jury, all but two of 
which were rejected. Judge Banker 
then read his elaborate charge and the 
Jury retired to deliberate. 


During Kline's argument to the 


jur.v he referred to a telegram re- 
ceived by the attorney general stating 
that the Manhattan sold out to the 
Standard for $2,000,000. He said it 
was an 
"infamous and dirty little 


trick," done to influence the jury by 
some one, he did not believe at. this 
end of the line. Its absurdity, he said, 
was apparent from the fact that the 
Manhattan was capitalized for only 
$150,000. 


Attorney General Ellis interrupted 


with some warmth. 
"If th'e court 


please," he began, "I sat silent under 
the most remarkable tirade of abuse I 
have ever heard in my life. Mr. Kline 
attempts apparently to make it appear 
that the attorneys for the state have 
atetnpted in some way by a telegram 
to influence this jury. We have not 
presented any telegram to this jury 
or anything about any telegram. I 
want to say to the court that there is 
no truth in the statement, and I don't 
believe that counsel who makes it b'e- 
.lieves it." 


Kline interrupted and said that be- 


calted him to the desk and asked if 
the jury could not be placed in charge 
of the bailiff; that a telegram was re- 
ceived by the state's attorney and 
would undoubtedly be published and 
might get into the hands of the jury, 


Prosecutor David broke in with the 


statement that the prosecution, as was 
apparent, tried to keep the matter 
away from the jury, and th'at it was 
Mr. Kline who was making the tele- 
gram public. 


Judge Banker remarked that he did 


not think it nrnno>- tp ri!c;r.,,c-~ *v - »-'-.. 
gram, and said he should instruct the 
jury not to regard it. 
, "It is an insulting and infamous 
tirade," broke in the attorney general, 
';and there is no truth in it." 


"Who gave, it to the press?" de- 


manded^ Kline. "I want to know what 
kind of petty work is going on here." 


"The telegram canre to me," re- 


sponded the attorney general, "and 
one of my associates went to a news- 
paper man to ascertain .if there was 
anything in it. We did not want It in 
this case. Mr. Kline put it in this case 
unprofessionally, and he knows as a 
matter of fact that he has been guilty 
of a petty trick." .. 


It was here that general applause 


swept 
the 
courtroom, and Judge 


Banker administered a severe rebuke. 


Kline said the fact remained that 


the telegram was given to the public 
by the prosecution, and that it was an 
absolute lie and entirely without foun- 
dation. 


The jury was again instructed not 


to regard the telegram, and Kline con- 
cluded his argument. 


Oklahoma Indictment. 


Watongo, Okla., Oct. IS.-'-An indict- 


ment was returned by the Elaine coun- 
ty grand jury against the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company and the Frisco 
railroad, alleging a violation of the 
Oklahoma anti-trust laws. 'The indict- 
ment recites that-the railroad • com- 
pany entered into an agreement with 
the oil company for transporting its 
product'at a lower rate, than offered 
any of the latter's competitors". The 
specific charge is that the Frisco per- 
mitted its co-dtefendant-to ship empty 
oil barrels at a rate less than 25 cents, 
the minimum. The indictment is the 
direct result of the crusade recently 
inaugurated 
by 
Attorney .General

nor Frantz.

Says Harriman's Man About Fight to 


Control Illinois Central. 


Chicago, Oct. 18.—The fight for con- 


trol of the Illinois Central railway 
waxed hot between Stuyvesant Fish, 
president of the' road, and William 
Nelson Cromwell, represeijfng E. H. 
Harriman, president of the Southern 
Pacific, before 250 stockholders who 
came from various parts of the coun- 
try to attend the meeting. 
On the 


face of the record Mr. Fish appears .to 
have been th'e victor. 
That the vic- 


tory is not final is insinuated by Crom- 
well, who said: "Of a directory of 13 
people -there are still seven members 
who have placed themselves on record 
in opposition to Mr. Fish in this con- 
test. There will be a meeting of the 
board probably in November. This 
board will elect the officers of the rail- 
road. You can draw your own conclu- 
sions." After the meeting Mr. Fish 
left at once for New York. 


Cheng's Mother Dead. 


Washington, Oct. IS.—The Chinese 


minister, Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, 
received news of his mother's death 
in China. In view of the fact that Chi- 
nese custom requires that he should i r 
retira from 
active life and be in 


mourning for a period of three years, 
the minister telegraphed his resigna- 
tion immediately after receipt of the 
intelligence. The government, how- 
ever, considering it best not to change 
its diplomatic representative at Wash- 
ington at present, ordered him to re- 
tain his post.

to his ng«l mo, her and his motherless 
children.'' 


The foreman and tv.-o other members 


of the jury wept openly and wiped 
their eyes with their hanrtkerchiets.

man, who sat just behind the jtiry, 
broke down and sobbed. Many of the 
spectators were in tears.

a gasoline explosion in the Meinerding 
dry goods and hardware store at Fort 
Recovery, in this county. The dead: 
Miss Clco AYeis, 23; Henry Lammer, 
23; Joseph Roesner, 45; Charles Wag- 
ner, 40, all employes in Meinerdiug's 
store. The most seriously injured are: 
John McMuller, leg almost torn from 
body, can not live; Mrs. John McMul- 
ler, badly cut on right side; D. Kidder, 
Salomonia, Ind., leg broken; Henry 
Claughman and Mrs. George Record, 
badly bruised. The others were only 
slightly injured by flying glass. 


The explosion was at the rear of the 


Meinerding store, where Charles Wag- 
ner was supposed to have been at the 
time. What caused the explosion is 
not known. Fire followed and the en- 
tire town on the west side was soon 
ablaze. Calls for help were sent out 
in all directions and firemen from 
Portland, Ind., Coldwater and Henry, 
O., h'elped get the flre under control. 


The following "buildings were totally 


destroyed by the explosion and fire: 
M'einerding store; Journal printing of- 
fice, owned by A. A. Kolp: Heiby sa- 
loon; Bank of Fort Recovery; Sny- 
der's livery barn; B. W. Roop's resi- 
dence, barn -and blacksmith shop, 
Morvelius opera house and Home Tel- 
ephone 'exchange.

COUNIY RECORDERS 


MAY HM TROUBLE 


In Collecting Their Salaries For the 


Thirst Quarter of the Ensuing 


Year. 


Beginning 
wiih Jamiarv 1, 1907, 


the offices of the Probate judge, clerk 
of the cottits, sheriff, county auditor, 
county treasurer and county recorder 
are to be placed on the straight salary 
basis. All tees pro 10 be collected as 
in the past, but the funds must be 
turned over to the county treasurv 
and from there paid out on order to 
the officials and employes. 


The new law, like the majority of 


those passed last winter appears to be 
full of defects. This is particularly 
true in its application to the office of 
county recorder. 


The law provides that the 
officials 


above named shall meet on November 
20, 1906, and make a sworn state- 
ment of the revenues of their offices 
for the jear and a statement of the 
sum needed to cover the expnses of 
the ensuing years. 


To provide for any deficiency the 


county commissioners 
may borrow 


from any fund to meet the require- 
ments of any of the above named of- 
fices with the exception of that of 
county recorder. 
Just why this ex- 


ception is made is not stated. 
The 


effect is to leave the county recorder 
out in the cold so far as his salary for 
the first three months of the year is 
concerned and his assistants will fare 
the same. 
After the first quarterly 


settlement the 
recorder 
will have 


sufficient funds in the treasury for 
the next quarter but no provision is 
made for the payment of back sal- 
ary. 


Ths looks very much like another 


question for the attorney general un- 
less the recorders proceed by infer- 
ence.
